Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1, The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 8-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 



the invention. 
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For claim 8, the preamble is improper, and it is also unclear if applicant is claiming " 
components of a home, Features of a home, Visusally distinctive and readily identifiable indicia, 
Check off list" as parts of the system of claim 8. Also, the different elements are given their 
definitions without being given any structural limitations. 

Claims 9-12 appear also to give definition to a term and its usage without giving any 
structures. 

3. Claims 9-12 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and fimctional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

The claims are examined as best understood.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 8-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by well-known 
teachings in housing industry. 

Well known teaching in housing industry is that when a home is purchased, a builder 
would provide a brochure in which there are options a buyer can choose, a structural layout with 
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walls, foundation and framings is also provided, the options including different features of a 
home, the different options being labeled by different color ink to provide emphasis for a specific 
option, a check list of what is available and upgrades thereof Applicant can find these teachings 
at well-known builders like Toll Brothers, NV homes, Ryan homes, Ryland homes etc. . . Having 
a system with these well known teachings would have been readily apparent to one having 
ordinary skill in the art as the well known parts mentioned above are necessary for a builder to 
have to complete a sales contract and make profits thereof 

Per claim 9, it is well known that an indicia is used to indicate something to another 
person, and it is also readily known to one having ordinary skill in the art that an indicia can be 
used to indicate dimensions and style of a components of a home; for example, a chalk mark on 
wooden board to indicate the correct size of a board to cut. 

Per claim 10, an indicia like a red dot or blue dot or white dot, is readily known and used 
by one having ordinary skill in the art looking at an option brochure to easily figure out the 
different options available. 

Per claim 1 1 , an indicia like a read dot or blue dot or white dot is readily known and used 
in a brochiu-e by one having ordinary skill in the art to allow a buyer to easily figure out the 
different options available, and these brochures readily used builders, advertisers, etc. . . 

Per claim 12, a checkUst is readily available and used all the time by a builder to show a 
buyer the items going into a house, and such a list is required by law to avoid confusion and 
conflicts later on.
